world they see around them. For example: 
Sandy Sprunt's talk on Bird Migration 
fascinated everyone there, and twice as 
many could have heard it. We can't be~ 
gin to report it fully but here are some 
stories he gave us, and if they don't 
Just rule 
out curiosity as one of your virtues. 
Vhy do birds migrate? Mostly to follow 
their food. Only birds living off trees 
can stay through a snowbound winter. 
This means they must fly by night to have 
time to feed by day, except insect eaters 
which feed on the wing, and two hours 
before midnight is the favorite time 
An argument as to whether the pikes: 
cross straight over the Caribbean Sea, 
or cling to the shore line was partially 
settled by counting the birds seen to 
fly across the face of the full mocn. 
The moon occupies a very small but def- 
inite part of the sky and the birds thus 
ealculated to be crossing directly over 
the sea were astronomical in numbers. 
Amazing numbers in flights are common,
